According to Kate Sorom, a Bureau of Land Management Park Ranger, the event=s 

primary goal is to showcase the education and recreation opportunities in the Mojave Desert.  

“Harvest Festival is one of our most well attended events,” said Sorom.  “It provides the 

opportunities for families to become comfortable and knowledgeable about the desert 

environment in a fun setting.”  

Last year almost 3,000 people attended the event.

Red Rock Canyon National Conservation Area encompasses 197,000 acres within the  
Mojave Desert and provides a 13 mile scenic drive and more than 30 miles of hiking trails.   
The Red Rock Canyon Visitor Center offers information about recreation opportunities,  
wildlife, wild horses and burros, vegetation, geology and cultural resources.  In 1990,  
special legislation supported by the Nevada congressional delegation changed the status  
of the Red Rock Recreation Lands to a National Conservation Area.  Entrance fees are   
$2 per motorcycle, $5 per car and $20 per annual pass.
